It h i only eleven years since th e 
formation of th e New York Crema­ 
tion society, th e first institution of 
th e kind in th e United States, and 
not until th e year 1885 was th e first 
operative crematory establish ed, yet 
th ere are now in various parts of th e 
states nearly a score of th ese incin­ 
erators in more or less continuous 
service. Th e number of cremations 
wh ich h ave been conducted each 
year in one of th ese temples in Buf­ 
falo gives a fair idea of th e prom ss 
wh ich th e sentiment in favor of th is 
meth od is making. During l^Sfi 8 
bodies were incinerated, and in each 
successive year to th e end of 1891 th e 
numbers were respectively 17. 10. 23. 
30 and 37. 
A society formed after th o organ 
ization of th o pioneer society h as re­ 
duced to ash es sine© th e year 1885 
upward of 750 bodies. Th o process, 
as carried out at one of th eir prui« *i- 
pal temples, is as follows: Th e fur­ 
nace is of firebrick th rough out, and 
separated into two distinct compart 
ments Th e body is placed in a ch am­ 
ber directly above th at in wh ich th e 
fuel is consumed. Th e bottoms of 
th e retorts are solid, tut th e sides 
and ends are pierced with h oles, 
th rough wh ich th e h eated air of th e 
furnace h as direct access to th e body, 
Wh ile th e flames are not permitted 
to approach it. 
Th e h eat of th e retort soon liberates 
everyth ing volatile in th e body, and 
th ese 
emanations are conducted 
th rough anoth er h igh ly h eated ch am­ 
ber, and th us rendered odorless and 
absolutely innocuous before th ey 
pass to th e ch imney wh ich forms 
th eir means of egress to th e air. Th e 
time taken up in reducing a body to 
aeh es depends somewh at upon th e 
dae and condition of th e person wh en 
alive. In th is furnace it is about two 
h ours; in many oth ers it is a little 
over an h our. Th e fuel used is coal, 
and in five or six h oars from th e 
starting of th e fires a temperature of 
from $ ,000 to 2,500 degs. Fah renh eit 
can be obtained. 
In th is temple everyth ing poesiM* 
L» » bren dene to mitigat© th e sad 
ness of th e last ritual. Th e temple 
is built of dark brown sandstone, 
and its square tower and deep slant­ 
ing roof are covered with ivy and 
surrounded by sloping lawns. Th e 
ch ancel and nave are artistically 
carved and decorated, and th e win­ 
dows are of rich stained glass. Th e 
incineration takes place privately 
after th e funeral service, and th e 
ash es are delivered to th e under 
taker to be disposed of as th e family 
may direct, or th ey may be left at 
th e crematory.—Pittsburg Dispatch .

Th* Mam bar mf Bodle* Burned 
Each Year. 
It is only eleven years since the 
formation of the New York Crema 
tion society, the first institution of 
the kind in the United States, and 
not until the year 1885 was the first 
operative crematory established, yet 
there are now in various parts of the 
states nearly a score of these incin­ 
erators in more or less continuous 
service. The number of cremations 
which have been conducted each 
year in one of these temples in Buf­ 
falo gives a fair idea of the progress 
which the sentiment in favor of this 
method is making. 
During 1886 8 
bodies were incinerated, and in each 
successive year to the end of 1891 the 
numbers were respectively 17, 16. 23. 
30 and 37. 
A society formed after the organ 
ization of the pioneer society has re­ 
duced to ashes since the year 1685 
upward of 750 bodies. Tile process, 
as carried out at one of their princi­ 
pal temples, is as follows: The fur­ 
nace is of firebrick throughout, and 
separated into two distinct compart­ 
ments. The body is placed in a cham­ 
ber directly above that in which the 
fuel is consumed. Tile bottoms of 
the retorts are solid, tut the sides 
and ends are pierced with holes, 
through which the heated air of the 
furnace has direct access to the body, 
While the flames are not permitted 
to approach it. 
The heat of the retort soon liberates 
everything volatile in the body, and 
these 
emanations are 
conducted 
through another highly heated cham­ 
ber, and thus rendered odorless and 
absolutely innocuous before they 
pass to the chimney which forms 
their means of egress to the air. The 
time taken up in reducing a body to 
ashes depends somewhat upon the 
sine and condition of the person when 
alive. In this furnace it is about two 
hours; in many others it is a little 
over an hour. The fuel used is coal, 
and in five or six hours from the 
starting of the fires a temperature of 
from 2,000 to 2,500 degs. Fahrenheit 
can be obtained. 
In this temple everything possibly 
tim Seen done to mitigate the sad­ 
ness of the last ritual. The temple 
Is built of dark brown sandstone, 
and its square tower and deep slant­ 
ing roof are covered with ivy and 
surrounded by sloping lawns. The 
chancel and nave are artistically 
carved and decorated, and the win­ 
dows are of rich stained glass. The 
incineration takes place privately 
after the funeral service, and the 
ashes are delivered to the under 
taker to be disposed of as the family 
may direct, or they may be left at 
the crematory.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

CREMATION GROWS IN 
FAVOR. 


T h* N u m b er o f B odies B u rn ed In creases 
K aeh Y esr. 
It is only eleven years since the 
formation of the New York Crema 
tion society, the first institution of 
the kind in the United States, and 
not until the year 1885 was the first 
operative crematory established, yet 
there are now in various parts of the 
states nearly a score of these incin­ 
erators in more or leas continuous 
service. 
The number of cremations 
which have been conducted each 
year in one of these temples in Buf­ 
falo gives a fair idea of the progress 
which the sentiment In favor of this 
method is m aking. 
D uring 1^86 8 
bodies were incinerated, and in each 
successive year to the end of |B91 the 
numbers were respectively 17, 16. 23. 
30 and 37. 
A society formed after the organ 
ization of the pioneer society has re­ 
duced to ashes since the year 1885 
upward of 750 bodies. 
The process, 
as carried out at one of their princi­ 
pal temples, is as follows: The fu r­ 
nace is of firebrick throughout, and 
separated into tw o distinct comport­ 
ments The body is placed in a cham ­ 
ber directly above that in which the 
fuel is consumed. 
The bottom s of 
the retorts are solid, ta t the sides 
and ends arc pierced w ith holes, 
through which the heated air of the 
furnace has direct access to the body, 
Whila the flames are not permitted 
to approach it. 
The heat of the retort soon liberates 
everything volatile in the body, and 
these 
emanations are 
conducted 
through another highly heated cham­ 
ber, and thus rendered odorless and 
absolutely innocuous before they 
pass to the chimney which forms 
their means of egress to the air. The 
time taken up in reducing a body to 
ashes depends somewhat upon the 
sine and condition of the person when 
alive. 
In this furnace it is about two 
hours; in many others it is a little 
over an hour. 
The fuel used is coal, 
and in five or six hours from the 
starting of the fires a temperature of 
from 2,000 to 2,500 degs. Fahrenheit 
can be obtained. 
In this temple everything possible 
been dene to m itigate the sad­ 
ness of the last ritual. 
The temple 
U built of dark brown sandstone, 
and its square tower and deep slant­ 
ing roof are covered with ivy and 
surrounded by sloping lawns. 
The 
chancel and nave are artistically 
carved and decorated, and the win­ 
dows are of rich stained glass. 
The 
incineration 
takes place privately 
after the funeral service, and the 
ashes are delivered to the under­ 
taker to be disposed of as the family 
may direct, or they may be left at 
the crematory.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

S to p p in g a n A rtery , 
The prompt application of the 
tourniquet or even of the finger to 
•top the bleeding of an artery before 
the doctor comes will often save life. 
A wound anywhere below the mid­ 
dle of the upper arm or below the 
middle of the tb ij$ may be easily 
Stopped by a tourniquet. 
The sim­ 
plest improvised form of this imple­ 
ment, which may be always found 
ready to hand, is a linen handker­ 
chief and a strong stick. 
The best 
place to apply the tourniquet for a 
wound of the arm is above the elbow, 
where the pulsations of an artery 
may be felt by any one. 
The handkerchief should be tied 
around the arm rather loosely; the 
stick is thrust in and turned tc 
tighten it until the blood ceases to 
flow. Of course this is only a tem­ 
porary relief till the coming of the 
doctor, who, in case of serious bleed­ 
ing, must be summoned as soon as 
possible. 
When you have nothing 
at hand in a case of sudden accident, 
even the pressure of the forefingei 
and the thumb over the wound may 
arrest the flow of blood for the time. 
—New York Tribune.
